Back Up Ballard 


Such Is Advice of Black River Falls Paper 


To County Fair Officials. 


[From the New Republic] 


Of the several scenes in which one recalls 


Calvin Coolidge, the governor's room in the 
Boston state house is the one in which he 
seems most at home; In the vice-presidential 
office across the corridor from the senate cham- 
ber at Washington he seemed ill at ease, a 
Yankee (this word used with reservations 
which will be explained in a moment) in a land 
of politicians who were a little too much for 
him, 
sleek men whose talk flowed too fast for 


his pace of assimilation. . In Washington, one 
thought, he felt a little under false pretenses. 
In a way, he, was; and in the same way. he is 
now still more so. 
But the governorship of 


Massachusetts, 
one 
felt, 
was 
something 


which lay within the area of his legitimate 
ambition. 


Even as governor he looked incredibly young; 


ar.d 
he looked no older a few weeks ago, sit- 


ting across a table in the senate restaurant 
and conscientiously recommending the 
bean 


soup. A spare frame; a reasonably lean face, 
which Tievertheless is as pink and smooth as 
though it were plump. 
Hardly a line any- 


where, save the little puckers about the eyes 
which are the stamped receipt one gets with a 
farm boyhood. 
The eyes themselves neither 


conspicuously bright nor dull, steady and di- 
rect in the brief occasions when their owner 
looks straight at, you. Most of the time he 
looks away, not in evasions, but in shyness.

His taciturnity has become famous in a. coun- 


try whose public men all suffer from a nervous 
overflow of words. You ask him a question, if 
you are a newspaper person whose business it 
is to collect statesmen's 
opinions on public 


questions as to which they are often ignorant 
and usually insincere. You get a brief glance, 
a rather unfriendly one, with an implicit pro- 
test in it against the trouble to which you are. 
putting him, and then he frowns'for incredible 
motionless minutes at the end of-,.a supernat- 
urally long, thin stogie. 
You begin to count 


under your breath, in the tempo of a prize 
fight referee; and you may get to 50 before the 
answer comes, delivered slowly, condensed into 
the 
irreducible 
minimum of -Words, a bare 


skeleton—hardly even an articulated skeleton 
—of an idea. 


This taciturnity is genuine, though it has 


been re-emphasized and built up into an art as 
artificial as toe-dancing, since he discovered 
its political value. It springs from a mind not 
or.ly naturally slow but naturally timid. This 
is a dangerous and 'bewildering world, my mas- 
.ters, a world which continually calls upon one 
to make those dreadful things, decisions. 
Let 


us therefore approach them with care and cau- 
tion, with none of the mad impetuosity of an 
elephant crossing a bridge. The more slowly 
you go, the fewer the bridges youll need to 
cross. 


About such a man there is and can be no 


trace of the orator, despite the fact that his 
few brief 
speeches "read well." 
President 


Harding for all his humility knew the auto- 
intoxfcation-of the talker. President Coolidge, 
lacking the humility, lacks the warm fluidity 
of mind-which throws-ofr 
words as boiling 


water bubbles. 
To him syllables are pearls: 


secreted laboriously, one by one, yielded up 
only with pain. 


Sharing that goodness which,is one of the 


commonest and most overrated virtues of. the 
public man, he sees life in Puritan terms: not 
the Puritanism of' the.-17th centrjry, but of *h« 
Victorian .era. Hi« speeches abound in praiae 


of hard work, of .discipline, of self-immolation 
for the common good. 
His 
preachments on 


service would be almost masochistic if there 
were any reason to suppose that they did more 
than re-echo the current ideology of the Rotary 
club.

The sophisticates of Boston have two griev- 


ances against this man who is so youthful 
lookijg'and so completely without a spark of 
youngness in him. The first is the famous po- 
lice strike. Despite the fact tha4-, it and it alone 
made him vice-presirlent, they declare that the 
part he really played in it was anything but 
heroic. 
The other sore point is a series of. 


magazine articles to which he lent his name— 
articles which made a ridiculous exposure of 
"Bolshevism in the colleges," obviously based 
on material handed him ready-made by some 
one with 
a 
Ralph Easley-frightened mind. 


Yet, after all, such criticisms as these are of 
little importance. Whatever he did or did not 
do in the police strike, here is a man. who could 
only become president by accident. 
And an 


accident might have brought' him there with- 
out the strike, as it brought his predecessor. 
To the idealist in politics he is only a little 
more unthinkable than Mr. Harding. It is to 
his credit that he realizes, this accidental qual- 
ity in his career, even though he cannot admit.. 
it in public, under the rule by which one in 
high office may say anything which might put 
a .pin into the hero-balloon which demos wor- 
ship. 


Though he recognizes the part accident has 


played, he is not humble. Probably he thinks 
of himself as a man of merit for whom fortune 
has blown favoring gales. So far his Yankee 
character takes him; for the Yankee—when 
not too completely a pathological case—always 
thinks well of himself. To say this, however,,is 
to say too much; for not all of the* Yankee 
character is present. He has the mannerism 
of New England, but not its matter; as you rp-. 
proach you observe that what, looked like na- 
tive rock is only near-granite after all.;-. The 
essential thing about the Yankee has been that 
he has done more than strike an attitude. 
He has acted upon his convictions. There is no 
instance in Mr. Coolidge's life of a stand taken 
against the will of the majority and fought 
through to the bitter end because it was right. 
* * * 


Mr. Harding's administration was founded on 


a policy of do nothing. 
Gradually he moved 


under the pressure of necessity toward a feeble 
attempt to resume active participation in world 
events. I think it is safe-to prophesy that the 
Coolidge administration will begin again where, 
Mr. Harding's did in 1920 and that even greater 
pressure will be necessary before it is forced 
into "reluctant positive action. 
Mr. Harding 


was negative because he desired to please 
everyone and found himself pulled with equal 
force in opposite directions. 
Mr. Coolidge'is 


negative froin the inertia of a caution border- 
ing on timidity. Where a Roosevelt goes out 
hunting for trouble, breaks it to saddle 'and 
rides it home, a Coolidge stays within his tent 
and hopes it will not find him. 
. ' . ' . ' ' . 


This is the normal policy to -be expected where 


moderate intelligence i* coupled with low rital- 
ity. Mr. Coolidge ii not a; pessimist, but be 
Ands littte joy in life. Though he is willing to 
capitalize the gift of undeserved reputation 
which fate sends linn, be knows hinuelf too 
well to -want to be a hero hi hi« own right- Re* 
will be lucky, and so will the American people, 
if he is granted anMrterlnde of pe*ee in wbich 
to act out hii tmsoecteenter pert.—Bruce Bliven, 
in Th.
